There  were  three  deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  during 
the  year,  resulting  in  a rate  0.07  per  1,000  population  as  comp- 
ared with  0.140  for  1958.

Salmonella  Infections — All  these  cases  were  thoroughly 
investigated  but  it  was  found  impossible  to  trace  source  of  infection. 

Vaccination  against  Smallpox 

All  vaccinations  in  the  Area  are  undertaken  by  the  General 
Practitioners  for  the  Glamorgan  County  Council. 

During  the  period  under  review,  286  vaccination  notifications, 
in  respect  of  Barry,  were  received  by  the  S.E.  Divisional  Health 
Office,  Glamorgan  County  Council,  as  compared  with  374  in  the 
previous  year,  and  562  in  1957. 

This  decrease  is  disturbing  in  a seaport  area  which  could 
at  any  time  import  this  disease. 

The  Public  Health  (Infectious  Diseases)  Regulations,  1953

infectious  persons  suffering  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.

28  children  (13  boys  and  15  girls)  were  discharged  from  care 
to  parents  or  guardians  during  the  Year. 

At  the  end  of  the  Year,  25  children  (1 1 boys  and  14  girls)  from 
the  Barry  Area  remained  in  care . 

7 children  are  provided  with  foster  homes  in  the  Area,  whilst 
12  Barry  children  are  away  in  Approved  Schools. 

In  addition,  two  families  in  the  Area  are  supervised  by  the 
Children’s  Officer  under  Home  Office  Circular  157/50 — “Children 
neglected  or  ill-treated  in  own  home.  ” 

Old  People’s  Welfare 

During  the  Year,  7 men  and  9 women  from  the  Barry  Area 
were  admitted  to  Homes  for  the  Aged  under  the  control  of  the 
Welfare  Services  Department  of  the  Glamorgan  County  Council. 
The  Director  of  Welfare  Services  (Mr.  J.  Howard  Bargh)  has  also 
indicated  that,  in  all,  some  53  ex-Barry  residents  are  so  accom- 
modated. 

On  the  31st  December,  1959,  6 men  and  4 women  from 
the  Barry  Area  were  awaiting  admission  to  Homes  for  the  Aged. 

The  ready  co-operation  at  all  times  of  the  Director  of  Welfare 
Services  is  gratefully  acknowledged  and  the  close  liaison  between 
the  staff  of  the  S.E.  Glamorgan  Area  (Area  Clerk — Mr.  R.  H. 
Radcliffe)  and  this  Office  has  frequently  made  possible  the  early 
and  successful  investigation  of  obscure  and  difficult  cases- 
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During  the  Year,  the  iocal  Voluntary  Committee  for  the 
Welfare  of  Old  People  continued  its  main  work,  i.  e. , the  main- 
tenance of  the  register  of  old  people  living  alone  and  the  visiting 
by  constituent  organisations  of  housebound,  lonely,  old  persons. 


In  addition,  339  old  people  were  visited  during  Old  People’s 
Week  and  presented  with  gifts  by  the  Mayor  and  representatives 
of  the  Committee. 


At  Xmas,  the  Committee  provided  178  parcels  which  were 
distributed  by  the  local  Scouts. 


The  Committee’s  “Night -Sitter-In  Service”  continued 
successfully  throughout  the  Year,  night  attendants  being  provided 
on  36  occasions  to  a total  of  6 cases. 


Application  is  made  to  the  Committee  by  the  General  Practit- 
ioner in  charge  of  the  patient.  Payment  for  the  Service  is  made 
by  the  patient  according  to  means. 


The  Scheme  does  not  envisage  the  provision  of  long-term  aid 
but  it  is  intended  to  relieve  relatives  for  short  periods  from  the 
strain  of  nursing  bedridden  patients. 


Chiropody  Services 

The  Barry  Nursing  and  Samaritan  Association  continued  to 
provide  a Chiropody  Service  for  older  persons  who  were  unable 
to  afford  the  full  fee  of  a private  practitioner. 


During  the  Year,  1,747  treatments  were  given. 


In  September,  the  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee  inaugur- 
ated a Domiciliary  Chiropody  Service  for  homebound  old  people 
on  similar  lines  to  that  provided  by  the  Barry  Nursing  and 
Samaritan  Association.  Up  to  the  end  of  the  Year,  7 cases  had 
received  attention. 
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Meals  on  Wheels. 

During  the  Year,  the  Meals  on  Wheels  Service  of  the  Women  s 
Voluntary  Service  was  greatly  helped  by  the  gift,  from  the  Barry 
Corporation,  of  a van  for  distributing  meals. 

5,300  meals  were  served  to  house-bound  and  bedridden  old 
people  (4,455  meals  in  1958).  It  will  be  seen  that  this  Service 
is  rapidly  expanding  and  becoming  widely  known. 

National  Blood  Transfusion  Service. 

Three  donation  sessions  were  held  during  1959,  the  calling 
of  donors  being  arranged  by  the  Public  Health  Department. 

During  the  Year,  356  donations  were  received  at  these  sessions, 
this  figure  including  51  new  donors. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  IN  THE  AREA 

Water 

The  whole  of  the  area  of  the  Corporation  is  supplied  with 
water  from  Taf  Fechan. 

Water  is  brought  by  a single  main  (approximately  17  miles 
in  length),  from  Taf  Fechan  Service  Reservoir — Cefn  Glas — to 
the  St.  Lythans  Storage  Reservoir  (capacity  3 million  gallons) 
situated  a few  miles  outside  the  Borough  Boundary. 

From  St.  Lythans  the  water  is  brought  into  Barry  by  a single 
main  which  feeds  the  service  reservoir  at  Stumpy  (storage  capacity 
4 million  gallons).  This  incoming  main  also  supplies  direct 
certain  high  lying  areas,  around  the  fringe  of  Barry.  However, 
the  Borough  is  mainly  supplied  from  Stumpy  Reservoir  which  is 
at  a higher  elevation  than  the  old  one  at  Pencoedtre  (now  aban- 
doned). As  a result,  the  Town  supply  is  at  a more  effective 
pressure.  Certain  lengths  of  the  distributing  mains  have  also 
been  scraped  and  relined  with  bitumen  thus  assisting  the  increase 
of  pressure  and  efficiency. 

The  combined  storage  capacity  of  St.  Lythans  and  Stumpy 
(7  million  gallons)  has  proved  sufficient  to  maintain  normal  supply 
in  the  Area  when  difficulties  have  arisen  on  the  Trunk  Main  from 
Taf  Fechan. 

A booster  pump  installed  at  Stumpy  also  provides  a safeguard 
for  the  higher  fringe  area  should  trouble  arise  in  the  Trunk  Main 
between  St.  Lythans  and  Stumpy. 
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During  the  last  few  years  water  used  for  industrial  purposes 
in  the  Barry  area  has  increased  considerably.  Besides  providing 
water  for  Barry  Docks  to  the  Transport  Commission  at  their 
reservoir  at  Wenvoe,  the  whole  of  the  water  used  by  the  Distillers 
Factory  is  supplied  by  the  Water  Undertaking.  Arrangements 
have  also  been  made  to  supply  water  for  the  boilers  at  the  new 
generating  station  at  the  Leys. 


It  will  be  appreciated  that  the  demand  for  water  is  increasing 
year  by  year,  and  the  demand  in  the  Barry  area  conforms  with  the 
average  throughout  the  Country,  being  slightly  in  excess  of  an 
increase  of  2%  per  annum.  This  annual  increase  means  that 
no  water  supply  arrangements,  however  good  they  are,  can  remain 
static.  Barry  is  no  exception  and  will  need  to  consider  seriously 
the  question  of  further  water  resources  in  the  next  year  or  so. 

With  the  exception  of  one  or  two  isolated  dwellings,  all 
houses  in  the  area  are  provided  with  water  direct  from  the  public 
mains. 


Samples  of  water  were  regularly  taken  during  the  Year  with 
uniformly  satisfactory  results.  The  following  are  typical  reports.

Rivers  and  Streams 

There  are  no  rivers  or  streams  of  any  size  in  the  area. 

Swimming  Pool. 

The  swimming  pool,  which  is  of  i J million  gallons  in  size,  is 
of  the  open-air  type  utilising  sea  water  with  a turnover  period 
of  12  hours. 

Breakpoint  chlorination  was  instituted  in  1956  and  has  proved 
very  efficient,  giving  a completely  sterile  water  with  a minimum 
residual  over  breakpoint  of  one  part  per  million  in  the  heaviest 
bathing  loads  (which  are  often  in  excess  of  5,000  admissions  to  the 
Pool  daily). 

Regular  bacteriological  and  chemical  analyses  are  under- 
taken from  the  shallow  and  deep  ends  of  the  Pool  with  uniformly 
satisfactory  results. 

Improvements  to  the  bath  structure,  lining,  floor  and 
surrounds  were  commenced  at  the  end  of  the  1959  Season  and  will 
be  completed  for  the  i960  Season. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

There  are  two  main  sea  outfall  systems  of  sewage  disposal 
in  the  Area. 

The  drainage  from  the  western  end  of  the  Town  is  discharged 
into  the  sea  at  the  extreme  southern  end  of  Cold  Knap  Point  below 
the  low  water  mark  of  ordinary  tides  and  in  positions  where  the 
currents  are  in  ordinary  circumstances  in  the  seaward  direction. 
Notices  are  exhibited  both  at  Watch  Tower  Bay  and  at  the  end  of 
the  Knap  Promenade  warning  bathers  of  the  presence  of  this  outlet 
and  advising  them  to  keep  clear  both  immediately  before  and 
after  low  water. 

The  outfall  for  the  eastern  end  is  at  Bendrick  Rocks. 

As  mentioned  in  the  1954  Report,  the  eastern  end  of  the 
Borough  is  rapidly  developing  and  the  Corporation  have  continued 
with  their  plans  for  a new  scheme  of  drainage  for  this  area,  the 
first  section  having  been  commenced  in  September  with  a contract 
period  of  20  months. 

Until  1959,  three  small  disposal  works  operated  in  the  west 
end  of  the  District,  one  serving  35  dwellings  and  the  other  two 
dealing  with  about  250  dwellings  each.  The  load  on  the  two 
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latter  disposal  works  had  become  extremely  heavy  due  to  develop- 
ments in  the  Area  with  consequent  deterioration  in  the  quality 
of  the  effluent. 

During  1959,  the  aforementioned  disposal  works  were  closed 
and  replaced  by  two  small  pumping  stations,  thus  considerably 
improving  the  surrounding  areas. 

Apart  from  a few  farmsteads  and  outlying  houses,  all  other 
premises  are  connected  with  the  public  sewer. 

Medical  Research  Council— Memorandum  No.  37  Sewage 
Contamination  of  Bathing  Beaches  in  England  and  Wales. 

The  above-mentioned  memorandum  was  published  late  in 
1959  following  a five  year  research  undertaken,  by  the  Committee 
on  Bathing  Beach  Contamination  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Service,  at  various  coastal  resorts  in  the  British  Isles. 

The  general  conclusions  drawn  as  a result  of  the  investigations 
were  reported  as  follows  : — 

(i)  That  bathing  in  sewage-polluted  sea  water  carries  only  a 
negligible  risk  to  health,  even  on  beaches  that  are  aesthetically 
very  unsatisfactory. 

(ii)  That  the  minimal  risk  attending  such  bathing  is  probably 
associated  with  chance  contact  with  intact  aggregates  of  faecal 
material  that  happen  to  have  come  from  infected  persons. 

(iii)  That  the  isolation  of  pathogenic  organisms  from  sewage- 
contaminated  sea  water  is  more  important  as  evidence  of  an  existing 
hazard  in  the  populations  from  which  the  sewage  is  derived  than 
as  evidence  of  a further  risk  of  infection  in  bathers. 

(iv)  That,  since  a serious  risk  cf  contracting  disease  through 
bathing  in  sewage-poll nted  sea  water  is  probably  not  incurred 
unless  the  water  is  so  fouled  as  to  be  aesthetically  revolting,  public 
health  requirements  would  seem  to  be  reasonably  met  by  a general 
policy  of  improving  grossly  insanitary  bathing  waters  and  of  pre- 
venting so  far  as  possible  the  pollution  of  bathing  beaches  with 
undisintegrated  faecal  matter  during  the  bathing  season. 

In  other  words  the  Committee’s  studies  suggest  that,  with 
the  possible  exception  of  a few  aesthetically  revolting  beaches 
round  the  coasts  of  England  and  Wales,  the  risk  to  health  of  bathing 
in  sewage -contaminated  sea-water  can,  for  all  practical  purposes, 
be  ignored. 

It  is  perhaps  of  interest  to  record  that  the  Health  Department 
of  the  Barry  Corporation  played  its  part  in  the  epidemiological 
study  of  the  subject  during  this  period  and  in  no  case  in  the  Area 
was  any  statistical  proof  obtained  which  would  justify  attributing 
any  of  the  illnesses  studied  to  infection  from  our  beaches, 
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Sunshine  Record

Seamen’ s Lodging  Houses 

There  are  9 seamen’s  lodging  houses  in  the  district,  registered 
to  accommodate  78  seamen.  The  houses  are  well  kept  and 
regulated,  and  are  subject  to  constant  supervision. 

Temporary  Structures 

The  limited  number  of  temporary  structures  in  the  District 
is  being  gradually  reduced  as  families  are  re-housed  from  those 
dwellings  showing  most  deterioration . 
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Caravan  Sites 

There  are  three  sites  in  the  Borough  licensed  in  respect  of 
caravan  dwellings. 

The  first  of  these  is  permitted  to  house  thirty  caravans 
throughout  the  year  and  the  licence  is  renewable  annually.  The 
second  site  has  a seasonal  licence — from  April  to  October  inclusive 
—and  also  houses  thirty  caravans.  The  occupier  of  the  third  is 
licensed  to  erect,  station  and  use  nine  movable  dwellings  thereon. 

All  three  sites  are  well  maintained. 


Housing 

During  the  Year,  1,748  inspections  were  made  in  respect  of 
sanitary  defects. 

221  informal  notices  were  served  and  269  complied  with. 

Formal  action  under  the  Housing  Acts  was  taken  in  11  cases 
and  10  houses  were  repaired  as  a result  of  this  type  of  action  (8  by 
owners  and  2 by  the  Corporation  in  default). 

One  property  was  demolished  during  the  Year  but  no 
Closing  Orders  were  made. 

The  enforcement  of  housing  repairs  continues  to  be  a difficult 
task  but  reasonable  results  were  obtained. 

During  the  Year,  57  applications  were  made  for  certificates 
of  disrepair  under  the  provisions  of  the  Rent  Act,  1957  21 

certificates  of  disrepair  were  issued  by  the  Corporation  and  36 
undertakings  accepted.  15  applications  for  the  cancellation  of 
certificates  of  disrepair  were  received  and  12  of  these  were  granted.-

In  addition,  61  transfers  and  37  exchanges  were  arranged. 

The  Corporation  pursues  the  policy  of  allowing  not  only 
exchanges  among  their  own  tenants  but  also  with  those  of  other 
local  authorities  and  with  tenants  of  private  houses  in  the  Barry 
Area.  Every  effort  is  made  to  encourage  small  families  to  transfer 
from  large  houses  and  so  ensure  maximum  use  being  made  of  the 
accommodation  available . 

Up  to  the  end  of  1959,  2,479  applicants  in  all  categories  had 
been  re-housed  since  the  War,  and  701  transfers  and  442  exchanges 
had  been  arranged . 

During  the  Year,  a well-planned,  modern  Shopping  Centre, 
comprising  20  shops  and  maisonettes,  was  opened  on  the  Colcot 
Housing  Estate.  This  should  go  a long  way  to  improving  the 
community  interests  in  the  Area. 

House  Letting  Scheme. 

The  Scheme  generally  is  administered  by  the  Borough  Treasurer 
but  certain  aspects  of  it  affect  the  Department  and  these  are 
discussed  in  the  following  paragraphs. 

General  List 

All  applications  for  admission  to  this  List  are  considered  for 
the  award  of  points  on  the  grounds  of  “Insanitary  Conditions  and 
Absence  of  Normal  Health  Requirements.  ” During  the  Year,  the 
Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  made  179  inspections  for  this 
purpose  and  details  of  sanitary  marks  resulting  were  forwarded 
to  the  Borough  Treasurer’s  Department. 
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Special  Health:  List 

As  far  as  the  General  List  is  concerned,  no  points  are  awarded 
on  the  grounds  of  ill-health.  However,  anyone  who  has  made 
application  for  a Council  house  can  submit  a medical  certificate 
in  support  thereof.  These  are  considered  by  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  and,  where  deemed  necessary,  recommendations  for  re- 
housing on  medical  grounds  are  submitted  to  the  Corporation. 
Lettings  from  the  Special  Health  List  are  on  a proportionate 
basis  with  other  Lists  and,  during  the  Year,  5 cases  were  so 
dealt  with. 

From  the  Scheme’s  inception  to  the  end  of  the  Year,  193 
applicants  had  been  re-housed  on  this  List,  the  medical  conditions 
involved  being  as  follows : — 

Tuberculosis  , . . . . . 121 

Other  Conditions  . . . . . . 72 

Old  Age  Pensioners’  List 

Four  out  of  every  eighteen  pensioners’  dwellings  are  allocated 
on  recommendation  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and,  during 
the  Year,  seven  such  applicants  were  re-housed. 

Sub-Standard  Accommodation 

In  1959,  nine  families  (including  six  from  ex-military 
hutments)  were  re-housed  from  properties  no  longer  fit  for  hab- 
itation. 

Hutments : Ex-Military  Camps 

By  31st  December,  1959,  only  one  hutment  was  still  occupied. 

Drains 

During  the  Year,  63  drains  were  tested  upon  complaint  or 
after  repairs  had  been  carried  out.  It  has  been  pointed  out  in 
previous  reports  that  all  drains  are  subject  to  inspection  before 
being  closed  in. 

Rodent  Control 

Rodent  Control  has  been  exercised  in  this  area  since  the  Rats 
and  Mice  Destruction  Act,  1919,  and  the  Corporation  have  had 
a rodent  operator  in  their  service  since  the  Act  came  into  operation . 
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Complaints  received  are  immediately  investigatedand  the  methods 
recommended  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food 
are  followed.  During  the  year,  273  premises  were  treated,  viz., 
186  private  dwelling  houses,  73  business  premises,  and  14  Local 
Authority  properties.  Follow-up  visits  were  made  in  every 
instance. 

A maintenance  treatment  for  rats  in  sewers  is  carried  out 
twice  yearly  by  the  Borough  Engineer’s  Department.  Types  of 
poison  and  of  bait  are  varied  in  accordance  with  Ministry 
recommendation  for  each  treatment. 

Public  Cleansing 

The  semi-weekly  removal  of  house  refuse  and  the  daily  removal 
of  trade  refuse  is  carried  out  by  means  of  mechanical  transport. 
Salvage  work  has  been  discontinued  in  view  of  the  difficult 
market  conditions. 


The  Corporation  maintains  a Refuse  Destructor  and  also 
undertakes  controlled  tipping  at  a dis-used  claypit  in  Cadoxton . 
The  capacity  of  the  tip  is  limited  and  a re-arrangement  of  refuse 
disposal  is  contemplated,  including  the  closing  of  the  Refuee 
Destructor  and  opening  of  new  tipping  sites  with  disposal  of  all 
refuse  by  controlled  tipping.

Milk  Supply 

The  Food  and  Drugs  (Milk,  Dairies  and  Artificial  Cream) 
Act,  1950 — Specification  of  Areas 

Barry  became  part  of  a specified  area  under  the  Milk 
(Special  Designations)  (Specified  Areas)  Order,  1954. 

During  the  Year,  60  samples  of  milk  were  bacteriologically 
tested  for  keeping  qualities;  59  proved  satisfactory  and  1 un- 
satisfactory. In  the  latter  case,  a repeat  sample  proved  satisfactory. 

The  Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Pasteurised  and  Sterilised 
Milk)  Regulations,  1949-1953,  and  The  Milk  (Special 
Designation)  (Raw  Milk)  Regulations,  1949-1954. 

Licences  were  issued  under  the  above  Regulations  to  dealers 
selling  “Pasteurised,”  “Sterilised”  and  “Tuberculin  Tested” 
Milks. 

There  are  no  pasteurising  or  sterilising  plants  within  the 
Borough . 

The  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations,  1949-1954 

Regular  inspections  have  been  made  of  the  premises  covered 
by  the  Regulations  and,  generally  speaking,  these  were  found  to 
be  kept  in  satisfactory  condition. 

Ice  Cream 

Strict  supervision  of  the  296  premises  registered  as  manu- 
facturing and/or  retailing  ice-cream  was  exercised  throughout  the 
Year  and  the  requirements  of  the  Ice-Cream  (Heat  Treatment, 
etc. ) Regulations,  1947-52,  were  found  to  be  observed.  There  are 
relatively  few  manufacturers  of  ice-cream  in  the  Borough  as  the 
tendency  in  recent  years  has  been  towards  the  emergence  of  larger 
factories  which  supply  the  many  retailers.  This  trend  has  simpli- 
fied the  supervision  of  ice-cream  manufacture. 

Forty-three  samples  were  taken  in  1959  and 
submitted  to  the  Methylene  Blue  Test.

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Foot  and  Mouth  Disease 

At  the  beginning  of  December,  one  of  the  animals  in  lairage 
at  the  Abbatoir  was  diagnosed  by  a Public  Health  Inspector  as 
suffering  from  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease. 

This  was  confirmed  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries 
and  Food,  who, with  the  co-operation  of  the  Borough  Engineer, 
took  all  necessary  steps  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infection. 

Meat  Inspection  (Shops) 

It  was  found  necessary  to  condemn  405 J lbs.  of  meat  in 
Butchers’  Shops.  The  greater  portion  of  this  was  affected  with 
internal  decomposition . 

Food  Inspection 

Food  inspections  were  regularly  carried  out  and  during  the 
Year,  6,441  lbs.  of  various  foods  were  found  to  be  unfit  for  human 
consumption.  All  these  condemned  foodstuffs  were  destroyed 
at  the  Corporation’s  Refuse  Destructor. 

Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955 

Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1955-56 

Since  the  advent  of  the  above  Regulations,  all  food  handling 
premises  have  been  carefully  inspected  in  order  to  ascertain  in 
which  respects  they  fall  short  of  the  requirements.  The 
proprietors  have  been  informed  of  their  particular  shortcomings 
and  have  received  a brief  summary  of  the  Regulations  for  their 
guidance . 

In  most  cases,  reasonable  co-operation  has  been  forthcoming 
and  the  general  response  can  be  considered  satisfactory.  Difficult 
cases  have  been  encountered  and  pressure  is  still  being  brought  to 
bear  in  some  instances. 

It  was  not  found  nedessary  to  undertake  any  prosecutions 
during  the  year.

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It  will  be  noted  from  the  foregoing  figures  that  1959  saw  a 
considerable  increase  in  the  importation  of  fruit  and  vegetables.

The  responsible  Authority  for  the  ambulance  service  is  the 
Glamorgan  County  Council. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  by  this  Authority  for  the 
transport  of  all  cases  or  suspected  cases  of  smallpox  to  be  dealt 
with  by  the  County  Ambulance  Control  Station  at  Cardiff  Road, 
Hawthorn,  Pontypridd,  where  special  drivers  have  been  selected 
for  the  purpose. 

In  instances  where  the  smallpox  consultant  for  the  Area  has 
advised  removal  of  a case,  application  for  transport  would  be 
made  to  the  Ambulance  Control  Station  at  Barry,  who  would  pass 
the  request  to  Pontypridd  Control  for  action . 

At  the  Pontypridd  Station  a supply  of  white  gowns  is  kept 
and  these  would  be  issued  to  the  drivers  when  called  upon  to 
convey  smallpox  cases. 

Upon  receipt  of  a call  for  transport,  the  Pontypridd  Control 
would  detail  the  vehicle  and  driver  to  be  used  and  he  would  then 
proceed  to  Penrhys  Hospital , Rhondda , where  a nurse  and  necessary 
equipment  would  be  picked  up.  The  case  would  then  be  collected 
and  taken  to  hospital. 

The  vehicle  would  be  disinfected  at  the  Hospital  and,  together 
with  the  driver,  retained  at  the  Hospital  as  long  as  considered 
necessary.  The  driver  would  be  re-vaccinated  immediately  after 
conveying  the  patient  to  the  Hospital.

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Smallpox 

The  above  mentioned  patient  was  a member  of  an  Indian 
crew  who  were  vaccinated  in  India  on  the  11th  March. 

The  crew  joined  the  ship  (m.v.  ‘British  Caution’)  at  Kuwait 
on  22nd  March,  all  producing  valid  vaccination  certificates. 

The  patient  reported  sick  on  the  1st  April  with  pyrexia  and 
a rash  on  head,  face  and  chest.  He  was  immediately  isolated. 

The  ship  arrived  at  Suez  on  6th  April  where  the  diagnosis  of 
smallpox  was  confirmed  and  the  patient  with  his  bedding  and 
effects,  was  removed.  The  sick  bay  was  disinfected  and  all  persons 
on  board  were  re-vaccinated. 

The  vessel  arrived  at  Barry  on  21st  April  and  was  ‘laid  up' 
at  this  Port.  All  members  of  the  crew  were  examined  and  found 
to  have  evidence  of  recent  vaccination.  No  further  cases  occurred. 

SECTION  X — Observations  on  the  occurrence  of  malaria 

in  ships 

No  cases  were  reported  on  ships  entering  the  Port  during  the 
Year. 

SECTION  XI — Measures  taken  against  ships  infected  with  or 
suspected  for  plague. 

During  the  Year,  no  "infected''  or  "suspected"  ships  arrived 
in  the  Port. 

Vessels  arriving  from  plague  infected  ports  or  from  areas 
believed  to  be  infected  would  be  inspected  on  arrival  by  the  Port 
Medical  Officer.  Such  vessels  would  be  thoroughly  searched  for 
rat  evidence.  Any  rats  found  would  be  submitted  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  for  bacteriological  examination. 

SECTION  XII— Measures  against  rodents  in  ships  from 
foreign  ports 

(1)  Procedure  for  inspection  of  ships  for  rats 

Vessels  are  inspected  by  a Public  Health  Inspector  to  the 
Port  Health  Authority  as  soon  as  possible  after  docking.  Deratting 
or  Deratting  Exemption  Certificates  are  inspected  and  an  overall 
inspection  for  rat  traces  made  of  the  ship.  If  evidence  of  rats  is 
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found  during  the  validity  of  a Certificate  held  on  board,  the  owners 
are  advised  to  undertake  fumigation.  In  the  majority  of  cases, 
the  ready  co-operation  of  owners  in  this  matter  is  obtained. 
However,  should  instances  arise  where  such  co-operation  was  not 
forthcoming,  every  effort  would  be  made  to  control  and  reduce  the 
rat  population  on  board.  Trapping,  and  poisoning  would  be 
employed  as  methods  of  elimination  and  the  use  of  rat -guards, 
painted  and  lighted  gangways,  etc.,  to  prevent  egress  cf  the 
rodents  ashore. 

In  cases  where  rat  indications  are  found  and  the  Certificate 
is  not  valid,  fumigation  is  enforced. 

(2)  Arrangements  for  the  bacteriological  or  pathological  examination 
of  rodents,  with  special  reference  to  rodent  plague,  including 
the  number  of  rodents  sent  for  examination  during  the  year. 

These  examinations  are  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  Service  (directed  by  the  Medical  Research  Council  for 
the  Ministry  of  Health) , The  Parade,  Cardiff . 

7 rats  from  ships  were  sent  to  the  Laboratory  for  examinat- 
ion and  found  to  be  free  from  rodent  plague  infection. 

(3)  Arrangements  in  the  district  for  deratting  ships,  the  methods 
used,  and,  if  done  by  a commercial  contractor , the  name  of 
the  contractor. 

During  the  Year,  two  vessels  were  fumigated  with  hydrogen 
cyanide. 

Fumigation  of  vessels  in  the  district  is  undertaken  by  com- 
mercial contractors.  Notification  is  received  from  the  contractois 
as  to  the  date  and  time  when  fumigation  will  take  place ; a Public 
Health  Inspector  to  the  Port  Health  Authority  attends  the  fumig- 
ation and  ensures  strict  compliance  with  the  Regulations. 

The  afore-mentioned  fumigations  were  carried  out  by  Scientex, 
Ltd.,  Cadogan  House,  12  West  Bute  Street,  Cardiff. 

(4) .  Progress  in  the  rat-proofing  of  ships 

Modern  vessels  are  designed  to  provide  an  almost  complete 
measure  of  rat-proofing  and  there  is  steady  improvement  in  the 
older  vessels.

One  certificate  was  issued  under  these  Regulations  during 
the  Year. 

The  Dark  Smoke  (Permitted  Periods)  (Vessels)  Regulations, 


The  above  Regulations,  made  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Clean  Air  Act,  1956,  have  operated  since  June,  1958. 

Masters  of  all  vessels  entering  the  Port  are  made  aware  of 
the  requirements  of  the  Regulations  and  every  effort  is  made  to 
ensure  that  emission  of  black/dark  smoke  from  vessels  is  kept 
to  a minimum. 

During  the  Year,  fourteen  contraventions  were  observed. 
Eleven  of  these  were  dealt  with  verbally  and  three  by  means  of 
notices,  The  desired  effect  was  achieved  in  all  instances.
